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The following pages represent the final draft of the Derry Cooperative School District proposed 
budget for the 2007-2008 fiscal year. 


The budget development and approval process involved Staff, Administration, the Fiscal 
Advisory Committee, and the School Board. The budget was constructed to provide adequate 
and appropriate resources for the delivery of instruction, while maintaining the need to be fiscally 
responsible to the community. 


In those accounts where we have control (only 6% of the budget), we have reduced to reflect the 

student enrollment. Health Insurance rates increased 5% and dental increased 1% as well. 
Pinkerton Academy regular education tuition increased almost 5% as well. Special education 
costs for both Pinkerton students and out of district students continue to rise. All non-union 

personnel have an increase of 3%, while those in collective bargaining units have increased 
according to negotiated agreements. 


Not included in the budget, is a warrant article for $130,000 for roof repair to East Derry 
Memorial School. 


FISCAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE -2006 


The Fiscal Advisory Committee, an independent non-voting committee made up of Derry 
residents has reviewed the proposed 2007-2008 Budget together with the Derry School 
Board. The majority of the budget consists of salaries and benefits for our teachers and 
administrators, funds for special education and student tuition at Pinkerton Academy. 
Many of these costs are fixed and are controlled by negotiated contract. The remainder 
of the budget includes funds for transportation costs, maintenance, supplies and debt 
service. 


The challenge that the citizens of Derry continue to face is the uncertainty associated with 
education funding from revenue sources that typically are used to offset operating costs, 
including both state and federal agencies. This uncertainty makes developing a fiscally 
responsible and meaningful budget a challenge at best. This year, The School Board has 
made every effort to meet that challenge. 


The School District anticipates cost increases in the primary components of the budget 
including Pinkerton Academy tuition, salaries and benefits for employees as well as 
increases in energy and transportation costs. These additional costs combined with a new 
teacher’s contract, increase in building maintenance costs and the need to improve 
technology in our schools has caused an increase in the overall expense of operating the 
School District. This year the School Board has adopted an approach to controlled 
growth, to make Derry’s school budget, per student, well below state average. 


The Fiscal Advisory Committee believes that the proposed budget is a responsible budget 
that minimizes the tax impact to our citizens while maintaining the quality of programs 
our children need to succeed. We encourage you to review the budget, understand its 
contents and make informed decisions regarding the educational system in Derry. 


New Hampshire Department of Education 


Cost Per Pupil by District, 2004-05 


The Cost per Pupil represents, with certain adjustments, current expenditures from all funding sources (local, state and federal) 
ssociated with the daily operation of schools. Payments to other school districts and private schools have been subtracted. 
evenues from the sales of lunches have also been excluded. Cost per Pupil is calculated by subtracting tuition and 

transportation from K-12 current operating expenditures, and then dividing by the average daily membership in attendance. The 

report "State Average Cost Per Pupil and Total Expenditures" identifies which expenditures have been included or excluded. The 
per pupil amount of all expenditures - operating, tuition, transportation, equipment, construction, interest and non-K-12 


expenditures is $11,237.63.

How much is our operating budget? 


The school district is requesting a bottom line operating budget of 
$73,675,024.67 which is an increase of $2,256,043.91 or 3.27% 
over the 2006-2007 school year budget. This amount includes the 
Federal and Food Service budgets of $2.5 million. 


Where does the funding for the school come 
from? 

Funding for the General Fund comes from the State through the 
Equitable Aid Grant, State Education Tax, School Building Aid, 
Catastrophic Aid, earnings on investments, Medicaid, rentals, and 
other revenue sources. The Federal Fund is supported by grants 
through Federal Agencies as well as The State of New Hampshire. 
Funding for the Food Service comes from Federal reimbursements 
and student/staff meal sales. 


How many students are currently enrolled? 


There are currently 6,391 students enrolled which include 
in-district, out-of-district, DEEP, and Pinkerton Academy. 


How does Derry compare to other districts in 
Educational spending? 


Derry’s average cost during the 2004-2005 school year was 
$8,407.94 per student. The state average was $11,237.63. 


How many employees are there in the district? 


There are currently 677 employees in the district which includes 
administrators, principals, teachers, guidance, nurses, assistants.
